GERMAN SHIPPING 
MAGNATE'S CHAT 
see el HONGKONG. 


May I quote ‘something of a 
conversation which a neutral 
diplomatist of my acquaintance 
bad with “Herr Heineken, pre- 
sident of the. Nord-Deutscher 
Lloyd Company, during the 
latter’s visit to- the Far East to- 
wards the erd of 1910? So writes 
a.correspondent of the Times, and 
goes on to -state that it may 
indicate something of what must 
have been the feelings of men 
like Ballin and Heineken when 
they were forced to support 3 
war which, at its best, could 
only win something they felt was 
already almost within their grasp. 

The diplomatist in question 
whom I will call F—,and Herr 
Heineken were staying at the 
Peak ‘Hotel, Hongkong, and, 
while they were sitting over coffee 
and cigars one evening, the 
diplomatist took the opportunity 
to question the’ great shipping 
magnate about German trade 
prospects in the Far East. 

“ Colossal, simply colossal, ° 
was the reply. “Quite beyond 
anything I had hoped to find. 
Will you please take a look at 
this?” . And the German took 
from his pocket and unfolded a 
little publication called “ The 
Daily Consular Réports,” pub- 
lished, by the American State 
Department at . Washington. 
Turning to 2 report written by 
the American Consul-General at 
Hongkong, he pointed to a table 
of figures preceded by a paragraph 
The table traced 
the growth of German trade from 
year to year,.and showed in black 
and white that it had now increas- 
ed to. figures rivalling, and in 
some lines ‘even exceeding the 
corresponding ones in the column 
headed Great Britain. Said Herr 
Heineken:—

HUNGARY AND ENGLAND. 


A Reuter’s message a couple of 
days ago announced that Dr. 
the ex-Hungarian 
Premier, had died in a prison in 
Budapest. Dr. Werkle was one 
of the best politiciens Hungary 
had. He was Prime Minister 
two or three times. and wasa 
man with sound policies; clever 
open-minded. Kosuth, 
Hungarian leader for freedom, in 
1848 asked why England did not 


take Hungary into her protection? Ys 


The same question is. now being 
asked in Hungary by am en- 
Hghtened section of the citizens. 
Feeling against Austria ‘still 
runs high, as when Austria, 
with tha, help off Russia, con- 
qu-red Hungary, and as a result 
of which conquest the Dual 
Monarchy came into existence.

It is arguad that if England help- 
ed Hungary in becoming, in- 
dependent, she. would have 
sided with us and, consequently, 
would never have allowed 
Germany to go through Hung- 
arian territory to Constantinople. 
Unfortunately, England did- not 
interest herself in Hungarian 
affa'ra, - with the result ‘that 
Russia came in and invaded 
Hungary in order to heip Austria. 


CHINA. INDIGNANT,

Paul's Girls’ Collége, are pro- 
minent members of the Chinese 
Christian vcOmmunity. and are 
also much respected in Evropean 
society. His father, who was 
also a medical man, the late Dr. 
Woo I Kai, will be remembered 


by the older residents as having |’ 


taken’a very active and energetic 
Part in the Campaign during the 
plague epidemic of 1894 for which 
he received the silver medal from 
the - Hongkong commuinity, 
eventually in 1898 he him. 
self contracted plague ‘during 
the course of ‘his labours 
and .succumbed, leaving behind 
him a widow and family of one 
Son and four daughters, with 
whom much rea) sympathy was 
shown at the time by both 
Europeans and Chinese alike. 

Tn 1905, the son, at the age of
